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PARTY LEADERSHIP RACES

Alberta could have a woman premier 
after the next election. 

The Progressive Conservatives, 
Alberta Liberals, and the newly 
formed Alberta Party are all under- 
going leadership contests, and each 
one has a woman contender. 

Alison Redford, the former Alberta 
justice minister, is a strong candidate 
for the Tories with both international 
and cabinet experience. Laurie Blake- 
man, a 14-year opposition veteran, 
will contest the Liberal leadership. 
Even the new kid on the block, the 
Alberta Party, has a woman interim 
leader — Sue Huff. Huff can’t run for 
the leadership, but the Alberta Party 
does have a woman candidate in the 
relatively unknown Tammy Maloney. 
And of course, the Wildrose Alliance 
already has the media-savy Danielle 
Smith at the helm. 

Comparing that to the federal 
scene, where Elizabeth May leads the 
Green Party as the only national par- 
ty with a woman leader, and she can't 
even get into the leaders’ debate, Al- 
berta looks like a veritable haven of 
gender equality. 

So’what has changed since 2008? 





When the last provincial election was 
fought, there were no women leaders 
in the race. 

In interviews with Redford, Smith, 
and Blakeman, all three women not- 
ed some kind of a generational shift. 
Women of their generation have 
grown up in a different era, and now 
have different expectations, they 
say. 

Linda Trimble, a University of Al- 
berta professor and well known for 
her book, Still Counting: Women In 
Politics Across Canada, agrees that 
there has been a normalization of 
women in politics, but that’s hardly 
the whole story. Women leaders are 
lifted up and torn down for a number 
of complicated reasons, and there’s 
plenty of drama still to unfold before 
Alberta has a new premier. 


After the election of Christy Clark 
in British Columbia as the Liberal 
leader and defacto premier, friends 
and acquaintances started approach- 
ing Redford telling her that she now 
had a better chance of winning the 
Progressive Conservative party lead- 
ership and going on to become pre- 
mier of Alberta. 

These comments struck her as a 
little funny. After all, what did she 
really have in common with Clark, 





other than gender? 

“There is this perception out there 
that if there are winds of change in 
the air, then that's a signal,” says 
Redford. 

Alberta is experiencing some huge 
political shifts right now. On the 
right, the Wildrose Alliance is mak- 
ing the Tories fight for small c-con- 
servative votes. Then there’s also the 
newly formed Alberta Party trying 
to pitch a big tent in the middle. It’s 
possible all the parties see the shake 
up as an opportunity to widen their 
appeal. 

There is a history of parties select- 
ing women leaders to create an ap- 
pearance of change or newness, says 
Trimble. Kim Campbell taking over 
the federal Tories in 1993 is a prime 
example of adding a woman leader to 
an already sinking ship as a last ditch 
effort to revive their chances at the 
polls. But it tends not to work out for 
either the party or women in general, 
she says. 

“People ask what it is about the 
candidate's gender that makes them 
different,” she says. “If they adopt a 
rhetoric of gender difference, then 
that comes back to bite them.” 

When Campbell talked about do- 
ing politics differently in that federal 
election, it was the “kiss of death”

It's an odd contradiction, but party 
members and the voters in general 
may want the appearance of some- 
thing different, but are unwilling to 
risk gender-based differences. 


NANNY STATE 

One of the big obstacles for wom- 
en leaders is the preconceived no- 
tion that they will bring in a ‘gender 
agenda,’ says Trimble. There's a fear 
that a woman leader would bring in 
set of policies that benefit women. 
These typically include big spend- 
ing so-called “nanny state” programs 
such as education, health care and 
social welfare as well as aspects of 
the women’s movement such as 
equal pay, abortion on demand, and 
child care. 

Smith is the exception that proves 
the rule, she says, as hard right can- 
didates often escape this kind of bag- 
gage. 

One of the big barriers to women 
leaders is negative media coverage or 
coverage that trivializes their candi- 
dacy. During the Wildrose leadership 
race Trimble analyzed the media cov- 
erage of Smith, and found that the 
opposite was true. 

Indeed, the coverage was so posi- 
tive it was almost unbelievable, she 
says. 

“She's not perceived as a woman 
who will cause gender trouble,” says 
Trimble. “Whereas NDP or even 
slightly left-leaning leaders, there's 
a worry — are they feminists? What 
are they going to do to us?” 

A fair amount of sarcasm drips 
though her lips as she speaks, sug- 
gesting that fear of ferninism is a lit- 
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tle antiquated, but these are concerns 
for women leaders. 

Of course, Smith says it’s a to- 
tal misconception that women care 
more about these issues, and espe-

But Trimble’s assessment of a per- 
ceived gender agenda does ring true 
for Blakeman, leadership candidate 
for the Alberta Liberals.

DEBATES ARE MUST-SEE TV FOR VOTERS 





On April 12 and 14, the four federal party 
leaders will meet in the pivotal events of 
the 2011 election, the English and French 
debates. 

Conservative Leader Stephen Harper will 
be in the crosshairs of Liberal Leader Michael 
Ignatieff, New Democrat Leader Jack Layton 
and Bloc Quebecois Chef Gilles Duceppe in a 
game of high stakes televised political poker 
that can make or break a campaign. 

While it seems unlikely that the election 
(which is clearly Harper's to win), will turn 
on the debate, it can, and has, happened. 

Election debates have provided pivotal 
moments in campaigns, beginning with the 
first, the 1960 presidential debate between 
John Kennedy and Richard Nixon. The TV 
sawy Kennedy appeared young and healthy, 
while Nixon, with his trademark six o’clock 
shadow and swéaty.upper lip, looked shifty. 
Radio listeners thought,Nixon won the de- 
bate, but on TV, itwas no contest. Kennedy 
won the electiomgy just 112,000 votes, or 0.1 
per cent of the popular vote, so it's entirely 
possible that the first TV debate cost Nixon 
his first try at the presidency. 

Asingle mistake in a debate can sink a 
campaign. In the 1976 debate between Ger- 
ald Ford and Jimmy Carter, Ford cemented 
his reputation as a bit of a dimwit when he 
proclaimed that there was “no Soviet domi- 
nation in Eastern Europe”, when in fact East- 
ern Europe was almost entirely under the 
boat of the Soviets. Even when no mistakes 
are made, debates can create images that 
can sink or save a campaign. Ronald Reagan 
was a master at folksy charm, always mak- 
ing his Democratic rivals appear stiff and 
dull. In his debate with George W. Bush, Al 
Gore came off as arrogant and petulant, 
rolling his eyes and grunting dismissively at 


. anelection. In1984, John Turner and the 


Bush. John McCain didn't help his campaign 
with his aimless wandering around the set 
in his debates against Barack Obama, a trait 
which became comedic fodder for Saturday 
Night Live. 

At home, one debate turned the tide in 


Liberals were well ahead in the polls against 
Brian Mulroney and the PCs. Patronage 
appointments by retiring prime minister 
Pierre Trudeau were a big issue, and Turner's 
stumbling defence of the appointments (“I 
had no option.") opened the door for the 
theatrical Mulroney to lambaste Tumer. 
Mulroney went on to win one of the biggest 
victories in Canadian political history. In the 
1988 election, Turner rebounded with a ring- 
ing declaration that free trade with the U.S. 
would turn Canada into an economic colony, 
While Mulroney won the election, Turner 
partially redeemed himself for his 1984 
fiasco and painted himself as the champion 
of the anti-free trade side. 

With the players following their scripts, 
and with the unwieldy format of four lead- 
ers, it is unlikely anything truly dramatic 
will occur. But for Liberal Leader Ignatieff, 
the debate provides his first opportunity to 
make unfiltered contact with the Canadian 
voter. While Harper and Layton are known 
commodities, Ignatieff is still a bit of a 
mystery, a leader whose public perception 
has been shaped by the barrage of negative 
ads from the Conservatives. 

While Ignatieff seems to have the most to 
win, Harper certainly has the most to lose. 
Frontrunners always do. Harper can't win a 
charm offensive, so he will likely attempt to 
sell himself as the steady hand on the ship 
of state. It should make for must-see TV, in 
both languages.

‘Uh, That's Not My Gauntlet’ 





OUTSIDE POLITICS MAURICE TOUGAS 
IGNATIEFF AND THE LIBERALS 
SHOWING SIGNS OF LIFE AS THE 
HARPER CAMPAIGN STUMBLES 





Last Saturday, the Edmonton Oil- 
ers — dead last in the NHL, riding an 
l1-game losing streak and fielding a 
lineup that qualified as NHL calibre 
only because they had the league logo 
on their jerseys — went to Vancouver 
to face the first-place Canucks. It did 
not bode well for Katz's Klowns, as 
a rout of epic proportions was ex- 
pected. 

And yet, the Oilers won, perhaps 
their most unexpected victory since 
they made it to the cup final all those 
years ago. 

Let's apply this story to the fed- 
eral election arena. The Conserva- 
tives are the Canucks; well ahead 
in the polls, smug, and not afraid to 
play dirty. The Liberals are the Oil- 
ers; miles back, under new manage- 
ment (again), and coming off three 
straight losses. 


So, could it happen? Can Michael 
Ignatieff’s Liberals/Oilers pull off 
the upset of all upsets and topple 
Stephen Harper’s Conservatives/Ca- 
nucks? Well, could it? 

Let me answer my own question. 

Nah. No chance. This game is over. 
The Conservatives will, without a 
doubt, win the majority of seats on 
May 2. The only way Stephen Harp- 
er can lose this election is if he an- 
nounces he prefers soccer to hockey, 
switches from Tim Hortons to Star- 
bucks, and releases Clifford Olson 
from jail on compassionate grounds. 
And even then, it will be close. 

But with Canada’s recent pizza par- 
liaments, winning and losing are not 
so easy to define. Harper might win 
the election, but if he doesn't get a 
majority, he'll be seen as a loser. Let's 
call it a win/loss. Ignatieff might 
lose the election, but if he prevents a 
Conservative majority, he’ll be seen 
as a winner. Let's call it a loss/win. 

While the Conservatives have 
shown no signs of losing support, 
the Harper road show has not been 
the juggernaut so many expected. 

Look at the campaign so far. The 
Conservatives began with what they 
clearly thought was a winner of an 
issue, the possible coalition between 
the Liberals, New Democrats and 
Bloc. But that backfired when a little 


bit of simple digging revealed that 
Harper appeared more than willing 
to enter into a coalition with the Bloc 
and NDP when he was Opposition 
leader. The coalition line of attack 
was dropped. 

Then came the debate debate. After 
Harper suggested he and Ignatieff go 
at it a mano-a-mano (or nerdo-a-ner- 
do), Ignatieff immediately jumped 
on the offer, saying “any time, any 
place”. Harper, like a schoolyard bul- 
ly challenged to a fight, backed down. 
Basically, Harper threw down the de- 
bate gauntlet, Ignatieff picked it up, 
accepted the challenge, and Harper 
said, “Uh, that’s not my gauntlet.” 

There has been a grudging ac- 
knowledgement in the media (with 
the exception of the Sun papers, 
whose support of Harper is shame- 
less) that Ignatieff is running a very 
good campaign. He’s wading into 
crowds, shaking hands (and some- 
times being rebuffed), and giving im- 
pressive, often fiery stump speeches. 
Maclean's magazine, which has tilted 
strongly right in recent years, has ex- 
pressed surprise that Ignatieff is do- 
ing as well as he is. On Sunday, when 
the Liberals released their party 
platform, CTV News Ottawa bureau 
chief Craig Oliver praised Ignatieff 
for giving “a bravura performance

Nuclear Power Just Has Bad Public Relations 





STRAIGHT DOPE CECIL ADAMS 
IS NUCLEAR POWER SAFE? 





In my office, I am exposed on a daily 
basis to the ramblings of one indi- 
vidual about how nuclear power is 
safer than fossil fuels, wind power, 
and just about anything else you can 
name. Amongst his claims: Age- 
adjusted cancer rates in countries 
with nuclear facilities are not any 
higher; in fact they are notably lower: 
Ukraine and Belarus, which received 
the majority of the Chernobyl con- 
tamination, have higher life expec- 
tancies than the other former Soviet 
republics. Wind emits three times 
the amount of greenhouse gases that 
nuclear power does. Decommission- 
ing a wind-power site is as least as 
expensive as decommissioning a 
nuclear plant and disposing of the 
waste. I realize this is an atomic- 
sized request, but I would love to get 
to the bottom of this. —Jason Con- 
stantine 

Someday the nuclear power indus- 
try is going to wise up and hire me as 
their spokesperson, because I've got 
the attitude of cheerful realism the 
job demands. 


Vague assurances, pleas to remain 
calm — that’s not going to cut it af- 
ter what Japan's been through. Next 
time meltdown is imminent, I'll walk 
to the podium and state confidently, 
“Folks, quit worrying. If history's any 
guide, not that many people are go- 
ing to get killed.” 

It's true. Nuclear power basically 
has a bad PR problem stemming 
from the unfortunate multiple uses 
of fission technology. No nation has 
searing memories of the devastation 
caused by a coal bomb. Nukes, on the 
other hand 
in the worst-case scenario, you're 


. ‘nuff said. But even 


never going to get war-scale casual- 
ties from a reactor accident. 

Let's talk about that worst case — 
Chernobyl. People today remember 
the 1986 meltdown of Reactor 4 in 
what was then the Ukrainian SSR as 
an unmitigated calamity. Bah. Had 
the thing been spun properly, the 
nuclear power industry would have 
come out smelling like a rose. 

Chernobyl’s planners and opera- 
tors did almost every possible thing 
wrong, combining poor design with 
outrageous human error. The plant 
had no containment building to pre- 


vent radiation release in the event of 
an accident. The reactor design was 
inherently unstable — in most reac- 
tors, when the cooling water over- 
heats and turns to steam, power out- 
put drops; at Chernobyl, overheating 
water meant power rose. Not good, 
but not yet disastrous. Then, one 
fateful April day, technicians pur- 
posely disabled the backup cooling 
system, removed most of the control 
rods, and switched off the power to 
the main cooling pumps to see what 
would happen. 

What happened was that (duh) the 
reactor overheated, power output 
shot up to a hundred times normal, 
and the lid blew off the core, which 
then exploded again and caught fire. 
The exposed core burned for 10 days, 
spewing radioactive dust and smoke. 
Radioactive materials equal to 200 
times Hiroshima and Nagasaki were 
released. Fallout spread around the 
northern hemisphere, settling most 
heavily on parts of Ukraine, Belarus, 
and Russia inhabited by five million 
people. 

So, after this carnival of incompe- 
tence, what happened? Thirty-one 
people died soon after the accident, 
most of acute radiation exposure, 
with perhaps a few more in the years 
since. More than 100 others suffered 
radiation injuries. Some 6,000 cases 
of thyroid cancer have been diag- 
nosed in Ukrainians, Belarusians, 
and Russians who were under 18 
at the time, many likely stemming 
from radiation exposure via milk 
contaminated with radioactive io- 
dine. However, only 15 deaths had 
been reported as of 2005 — thyroid 
cancer is readily treated. There’s evi- 
dence of increased leukemia and cat- 
aracts among recovery workers who 
received higher, doses, but no health 
effects otherwise. (Experts project 
an eventual 4,000 additional cancer 
deaths among the 600,000 people 
most exposed — ie., an increase of 
a few per cent beyond the 100,000 
cancer deaths you'd expect for this 
group.) An irregularly shaped “ex- 
clusion zone” of about 1,700 square

in laying it all out. The Liberal leader 
was on top of his game as he batted 
back reporters’ questions for half an 
hour on every miniscule detail of his 
substantial party platform.” 

While Ignatieff has been open 
with the media, Harper is doing ev- 
erything in his substantial power to 
alienate the press corps. He takes 
only five questions a day, and some- 
times refuses to answer them. (I will 
never understand why a politician 
would deliberately piss off the me- 
dia). Every step he takes is just like 
his hair — nothing is ever out of place 
or left to chance. 

It seems to me that the Liberals are 
doing a much better job of framing 
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the election narrative. The Liberals 
(effectively usurping the New Demo- 
crats) are the family friendly party, 
while the Conservatives are spend- 
ing billions on useless fighter jets and 
building prisons to put more Cana- 
dians in jail. Now that the coalition 
bomb has fizzled, the Conservatives 
seem to be having trouble finding a 
new target. By releasing their policy 
document in full so early in the cam- 
paign, the Liberals have given the 
Tories something to shoot at. But of 
course, if the Tories don’t bring out 
their own policy book (they didn't in 
the last election), they leave them- 
selves open to the ‘what have you got 
to hide?’ challenge. My guess is that 
the personal attacks on Ignatieff, 


which worked so well in poisoning 
the well against the Liberal leader, 
will get uglier.

Let's play alternative history. Let’s say 
that back in the 1960s when Tommy 
Douglas was fighting to bring in na- 
tional health care, he buckled under 
the pressure and instead decided to 
offer Canadian families a lump sum 
each month as well as a tax deduc- 
tion to pay for health care. 

Where would that leave you and 
your family in the present day? Well, 
if you are in the upper echelons of 
Canadian income earners, you might 
be OK. In that case, you'd be taxed 
enough to get some money back and 
make enough to save ahead for medi- 
cal emergencies. 

For the vast majority of us on the 
other side though, our quality of life 
and overall health would suffer. In 
my own personal case, in this alter- 
native version of history, my son's 
birth and related medical expenses 
would have bankrupted my family. 

Even knowing the full value of 
Canada’s social safety net, 1 was 
still intrigued by the Conservative's 
income splitting plan, which would 
allow parents of children under 18 
to split up their income. This would 
put them in a lower tax bracket, and 
they'd get a bigger tax refund. 

As the mom in a family with 
two spouses and one income, this 
program is aimed squarely at me. If 
this was Harper's pitch to women, | 
was willing to listen. But sadly, in- 
come splitting is a tax cut for the 
wealthy, not families in general.

The rhetoric of choice, the idea 
that one parent should have the op- 
tion of staying home rather than 
paying into a national child-care 
system is deceptively attractive, says 
Armine Yalnizyan, an economist 
with the Canadian Centre for Policy 
Alternatives. 

“It's an incredibly crafty political 
ploy,” she says. “It puts this perfume 
in the air for every young parent that 
longs to spend more time with their 
family, smells it and thinks: ‘Maybe 
this could work for me. 

The problem is, unless one person 
in your family makes really good 


money, you won't see much ben- 
efit. According to the Conservatives, 
a family with a sole breadwinner 
making $70,000 will see about a 
$2,000 difference in their taxes. 
Now, $2,000 isn't anything to 
sneeze at, but does it mean a par- 
ent can stay home? Of course not. 
I spoke with parents from different 
income groups, and the general re- 
sponse I got was that their choices 
are already made. A tax break won't 
meaningfully change their situation. 

Nor does the tax break reach those 
who really need the help. Single par- 
ent families and low-income families 
with two parents working for low 
wages both get nothing, because they 
have little income and no one to split 
it with. 

“If you have $2.5 billion to spend, 
why would you spend it on the people 
that need the least help?” Yalnizyan 
asks, “The one’s that have the most 
choice?” 

If Harper really wanted to help 
“working families” who wanted to 
have one parent at home, then he 
would also be talking about living 
wages. Only when a family can truly 
live on one wage will parents have a 
real choice about child care. 

But Harper has already seen 
success with a similar kind of pro- 
gram. The Universal Child Care 
Benefit “to support all parents and

to respect their right to choose the 
form of child care that is best for 
their family,” to quote a Conservative 
media release, gives parents $1,200 
per year, per child. 

Whenever I hear the word “choice” 
attached to child care like that my 
teeth grind and my knuckles clench. 
Many parents would jump at the 
chance to stay home and spend more 
time with their children. But while 
the Universal Child Care Benefit 
does provide welcome relief for low- 
income families, again, $1,200 a year 
doesn’t replace an adult income. 

So let's play alternative history 
again. What if the Conservatives 
put the money from income split- 
ting, which cost about $2.2 billion 
in 2007 when it was first studied, 
into subsidized child care instead? 
Where would that leave you and your 
family? 

For some, admittedly, you might 
be in exactly the same place. People 
chose to stay at home or go to work 
based on a huge number of complex 
personal factors, some of which have 
nothing to do with income. 

But for the vast majority of parents 
who do work, a child care system, 
with the government monitoring 
and increased capacity that entails, 
that would make a huge difference 
in the everyday lives of parents and 
children. 

And even those who still choose 
to stay at home will see benefits. 
For each dollar Canadians invest in 
child care, we reap $2 down the line, 
Yalnizyan says. It means that an- 
other parent is working and paying 
taxes, as well as educational and 
health benefits for these children far 
into the future. These factors benefit 
the entire society. 

Those are the benefits of a social 
program rather than a tax cut. Let's 
hope Canadians can see that come 
May 2.

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Welcome To Allergy Season

Spring has always meant renewal 
and rejuvenation to me. As the first 
bit of soggy grass emerges from be- 
neath the oppressive snow piles, | 
pursue new directions. I feel excited 
and motivated. While a majority of 


| you certainly share my sentiments, a 


great many of you may have pockets 
stuffed with soiled tissues, squinting 
under the estranged sunshine due to 
itchy, watery eyes — the hallmarks of 
allergies. 

I imagine pharmaceutical compa- 
nies love spring. With antihistamine 
sales skyrocketing at the start of the 
season, how could they not? While 
antihistamines allergic 
symptoms, they don’t address the 
root cause of allergies 

Allergies are an over-reaction of 
the body to a substance that is oth- 
erwise considered benign. The most 
common allergens in humans are 
milk, wheat, corn, eggs, soy, peanuts, 
tree nuts, shellfish and other seafood. 
Other well-known allergens include 
dust mites, pet dander and different 
pollens in the air from spring to fall.

Conventionally, an allergy is de- 
fined as a physiological reaction that 
is somewhat limited to the immune 
system. Here's a very basic conven- 
tional overview of an allergic reac- 
tion: an allergen is encountered, the 


immune system produces abnor- 
mally high antibodies to protect it- 
self against what it perceives to be a 
foreign invader, chemicals like hista- 
mine are released, causing reactions 
in the body. These reactions are ex- 
perienced as symptoms of an allergy 
like itchy and watery eyes, sneezing, 


runny nose, shortness of breath, 





wheezing, hives, skin rashes, bloat- 
ing, abdominal discomfort, vomit- 
ing, diarrhea or even anaphylaxis 
which can be fatal.

In her well-known book, Allergies 
Disease In Disguise, Bateson-Koch 
proposes that allergies are more 
than a dysfunctional immune sys- 
tem. According to Bateson-Koch, 
the immune system reacts with over- 
sensitivity due to repeated insults to 
the body. These include frequent and 
extended exposure to allergens, use 
of prescription drugs, use of infant 
formulas (this is because infant for- 
mulas are usually in a base of cow's 
milk, which is highly allergenic), ill- 
ness, stress and toxic exposure. The 
presence of allergies is also influ- 
enced by heredity. 

Early signs of an allergy could be as 
subtle as bloating, fatigue, headache 
or a runny nose.

If you're already suffering from al- 
lergies, consider embarking on a de 
toxification program to cleanse and 
unburden your system. Further, sup- 
plemental enzymes are awesome for 
a sensitive digestive system, while 
pineapple and papaya contain natu- 
ral enzymes. Taking probiotics helps 
to re-establish bacterial balance in 
the lower digestive tract, enhancing 
the function of the immune system 
and improving digestion. Give your 
over-worked immune system even 
more of a boost by eating foods rich 
in vitamin C.or taking supplemental 
vitamin C. Avoid foods that contain 
artificial colours and preservatives. 
Consider stinging nettle herbal sup- 
plement, renowned for it’s use in 
cases of allergies.

1 want to say right off the top that 
I wish Pampa Brazilian Steakhouse 
great success and longevity. €d- 
monton, though notoriously well- 


equipped with restaurants, deserves 
one just like this: a flat-rate caval- 
cade of premium spit-turned meats, 
complete with five-hectare salad bar, 
exotic starchy sides constantly re- 
plenished at your table and shmancy 
adult libations, in an effervescent at- 
mosphere of entitled chaos. 

A friend of mine has been talking 
up just such a paradise for going on 
five years, a Brazilian restaurant he'd 
found instances of in three different 
American cities that had plied him 
with such gorgeous food and seam- 
less service he teared up just thinking 
of it.

So when he heard that just such 
an establishment was opening in &d-

Nine of us signed up in all, though 
Pampa was already doing such fren- 
zied business they needed 10 days of 
advanced warning to accommodate 
us.

particularly enjoyed the hummus, 
the coleslaw with apples and tuna, 
and a nice shredded carrot salad with 
cranberries, as well as the large slices 
of just-ripe mango. But | stayed my 
hand before a second helping in an- 
ticipation of a massive meat-slide. 

The red-green discs proved super- 
fluous as the various skewer-bearers 
just went around the table asking ev- 
eryone what they wanted — our table 
was so covered in plates, side plates 
and glasses of various utility that 
they were hard to see anyhow. 

In almost no time I'd tried three 
kinds of beef, including the succulent 
rare-roasted rump steak known as 
picanha, some pork loin and a whole 
chicken thigh wrapped in bacon. 

The skewermen doled out rea- 
sonable portions per serving to en- 
able you to try everything, which 
was good as there were still chicken 
drumsticks, cumin-scented pork 
sausage and roasted lamb making 
the rounds. Every chunk of meat I 
received was exquisitely cooked and 
the beef was treated with a simple 
seasoning of coarse salt that let the 
natural flavour show through. This 
on its own is all the reason a meat 
lover needs to give Pampa a shot. 

My prior experience of picanha 
was that it’s:served with a number 
of side dishes including stewed black 
beans and fried bananas, an expecta- 
tion Pampa’s website reinforced. We 
did receive a couple of plates of fried 
potatoes and crispy polenta off the 
top, but never saw the beans, fried 
bananas or Brazilian cheese bread 
the website promised. 

In fact, it seemed like after the 
initial deluge of meat, service to our 
table tapered right off, to the point 
where one of my co-diners felt com- 








pelled to approach our waiter about 
it, and that didn’t instantly improve 
things. Some of us had gotten a late 
start on the salad bar, then found

their big plates empty. It wasn't that | 


there wasn’t meat going around — 
it just didn’t seem to be stopping at 
our table. And though we were there 
for close to three hours, no one ever 
came by to relieve us of our menus, 
clear dishes or refill water glasses. 
My friend who had 
expectations raised by the aforemen- 
tioned American dining experiences 
was getting a little cranky about the 
lack of attention, but that crossed 
over into outright indignation when

gratuity automatically added. It's 
common practice for a restaurant to 
charge a set gratuity for large groups 
but in this case $105 seemed high 
for the inconsistent level of service 
we'd been provided. It was just bad

a table containing both a restaurant 
reviewer and a three-decade veteran 
of Edmonton's food service industry, 
who had a lot of specific insights for 
the management about how things 
could be improved 

To be fair though, the manage- 
ment was very gracious and respon- 
sive to our table’s grievances — they 
subtracted the gratuity and comped 
our first round of drinks, which 
dropped the bill significantly. After 
that, we were happy to add a gratuity 


commensurate with social conven- | 


tion. 

What's more, we'd be happy to go 
back to Pampa when they’ve had 
a chance to settle in and work the 
kinks out of their service model 
There's certainly no place else like it 
in Edmonton and the food is beyond 
reproach. Once they're firing on all 
cylinders, Pampa should rate high up 
on the list of local celebratory dining- 
out destinations

Shawn Bernard is moving today, but some of his baggage is too 
heavy to bear. Time is running out, his lease is up, and once 
again he feels like he literally has no place to go. 

“Maybe I’m just being paranoid, but I feel like the last few days 
these places are being discriminatory,” he says of his potential 
future landlords. “I feel like on the phone these people are really 
warm and are like ‘yes, we'd love to have you come in and look 
at the place, yes look at the application.’ Then all of the sud- 
den, after they see us, they're like ‘sorry, it’s rented to somebody 
know if it’s my background; maybe they Googled my name. But 
I tried my best to explain to them that my life has changed.” 

Those changes have been immense. Since winning awards 
like the best hip-hop video prize at the Canadian Aboriginal 
Music Awards in 2009 for his song From ‘Tha Get Go”, the 
Edmonton bred MC who goes by the apt alias Feenix, has also 
kicked a deadly drug and alcohol habit that was eclipsed only by 
his deadliest vice — crime itself. 

“I think people can get hooked on the adrenaline rush of 
crime. I’d see it when I was younger and I'd do b and e's (break- 
ing and entering) with other guys,” he says. “Mind you I didn’t 
do it for the rush, I just wanted to make some money so I could 
get some beer and hash, party and meet some women ... I wish 
I didn’t have to do the things I did. But the ironic thing now is 
1 use all those negative experiences that I lived to share with 
people all the good things that happened to me since I quit living 
that lifestyle.”

Bernard had plenty of incentive to change his ways. After 
founding a rap group that eventually turned into a high-profile 
gang, fiending for the same substances he was slinging, and rob- 
bing to feed that habit, he fell victim to a more brutal form of 
violence than he’d ever inflicted, suffering seven stab wounds 
in a street clash. With those wounds freshly stitched he headed 
back to the streets to ease his various desires, only to be arrested 
in 2003 in connection with another stabbing. 

The knife wounds and arrests pushed him, but what sent Ber- 
nard over the edge wasn't his own suffering — it was that of his 
loved ones. As he sat on a stiff cot, starring at the bars he was 
locked behind and waiting for a bail hearing, his sister died of an 
overdose from the same kind of junk he and his friends sold on 
the corners. The news of her death was coupled with troubling 
details about his nephews. 

“Their mother was using really hard out on the streets of 
Vancouver. They'd go straight to a foster home (after she died), 
their grandmother couldn't take them, 1 knew nobody would 
step up,” Bernard says of his nephew's desperate situation, 
which made his potential sentencing pale in comparison. “So I 
said, ‘Let me see if I can get on that bail hearing and change my 
life for them.”” 

Bernard had more than a little help taking those first steps to- 
ward sobriety. Joe Coutereille was an elder that was introduced 
to him through Native Counselling Services of Alberta, one of 
the aid organizations the soon to be professional MC enrolled 
in while behind bars. For young aboriginals who hope redeem 
themselves, Bernard says nothing can be more crucial than an 
elder — the hard won humility that leaves their voices gruff and 
their tone hollowed of judgment, their faces leathery and weath- 
ered by elements both natural and chemical after walking down 
the same troubled path toward the same holistic salvation that 
scalds them anew like the summer's sun. 

As Coutereille took it upon himself to become Bernard’s tem- 
perance guru, he fasted for the troubled felon as the bail hearing 
loomed, and prayed for a verdict fit to nourish their souls. 

The bail hearing went well, and Bernard managed to gain cus-

tody of his nephews before he began writing rhymes about his 
hopes to maintain a purer life. Before long his tightly toned flow, 
laced with plush beats and juxtaposed with socially conscious 
themes about life on the reserve, garnered him accolades at the 
Aboriginal Music Awards, and Bernard aimed his gratitude at 
his Creator, the more spiritually holistic path he’s embarked on 
since jail, his wife and nephews, and the elder who showed faith 
in him. But as his reputation flourished and the champagne 
flowed at the awards galas, he felt his resolve slowly start to 
slip. 

“I can't lie, I’ve had a couple of drinks here and there ... being 
at all these fancy galas and awards; it’s a whole different life than 
when I was living in crack houses and on the streets. A lot of 
people socialize and schmooze over a drink,” he says of recent 
slip ups, which only occurred after five years of complete sobri- 
ety, and only after his elder mentor passed away. “Who knows 
if | used it as an excuse or if I was weak without him ... but the 
guilt after that just ate away at me ... (and) I know now that | 
have to stay strong, not only for myself but for my kids.” 

He's rapped about his hopes to maintain that resolve on songs 
like “Strong”, which garnered him his second rap video of the 
year trophy at the 2010 Aboriginal Music Awards. But it’s his 
latest effort that leaves Bernard most proud, an anthem for a 
CBC documentary about Aboriginal struggles and salvation 
called Learning the Path. He hopes to bolster his listeners, to 
push them past simply playing the victim on the track with lines 
like “... (they) took our schools, (but) if you wanna know your 
language, you can show the truth that you know you're not a 
savage.” And as he packs his bags to once again literally find a 
new home, Bernard hopes that those lyrics from “Learning the 
Path,” can also help him take the next, best step forward. 

“With “Learning the Path,’ that whole song says yes, there’s a 
lot of hurt from the past. Everybody’s talking about residential 
schools and the effects of that, some people falling into addic- 
tion to deal with that hurt, then crime and jail, the list goes on. 
The song says yes that happened, and of course it was awful, but 
we gotta work on the now for the future.” — i

a Greek philosopher, which Greek 
philosopher would it be? 

“It's funny you asked that because 
I just read a quote the other day that 
really stuck with me,” Johnson says. 
“Tt was ‘Fortune favours the bold’ and 
I think it was by Virgil. A lot of our 
music is bold, especially the single 
‘Body Moves’. It really has that feel to 
it. And now, with what we are doing, 
we are hoping for fortune because we 
got bold down. We are blessed to be 
doing the band thing as a job; it keeps 
getting better and better. “ 

Of course, with learning comes 
those uncomfortable ‘casting couch’ 
experiences. Almost akin to a hazing 
ritual, the music business can be like 
a fraternity. You have to be savvy, 
hip to the jive if you will. And if you 
aren't at first, you better be quick or 
you'll find yourself on the floor of 
some strange hotel room with a very 
bad taste in your mouth. 

“You learn so much doing this,” 
says Johnson. “When I first went 
to L.A. with another band I was 
in, we were eaten alive. I used to 


barrassed when I’m worn out.” 

With all the talk of fortune, phi- 
losophy and false favours, you would 
think that the Stereos would be a 
little underwhelmed by doing show 
after show. But, according to John- 
son, this is not the case at all. The 
‘performer's: high’ is still alive and 
well and is a payment that you can’t 
put a price to. 

“Success is a journey, not a des- 
tination,” Johnson says. “We now 
do shows for anywhere from five 
to fifteen thousand people. The 
weird thing is, these are songs that 
we wrote on the bus from what 
seems like a long time ago. Seeing 
and hearing people sing those same 
songs back to you:is.a ridiculous 
feeling. It's absolutely ridiculous.”

With spring comes change and re- 
newal. One sign of that change is 
the loss of several jazz venues (Jazz 
specifically and music venues in gen- 
eral), While ardent supporters of 
jazz in Edmonton like the Yardbird 
Suite, Jeffrey's, and the Blue Pear 
continue their jazz traditions, other 
longtime venues such as the Blue 
Chair, Creations, and the Copperpot 
have discontinued their jazz series.

Longtime swing stalwart Ritchie 
United Church, which has presented 
their “Jazz and Reflections” concert 
series for nigh upon 15 years now, 
has also run into financial difficulty 
with their co-sponsor, the Musicians 
Performance Trust Fund (MPTP), 
and is in very real danger of ending. 

I started this column mentioning 


renewal and change, not hopeless- 
ness and gloom so be assured I will 
try to bring a slightly more balanced 
tone tothe rest of this column.

voices. Time generally gives us a bet- 
ter perspective, and we begin to re- 
alize that venues, bands, musicians, 
what have you will all come and go. 
Some of the best remembered rooms 
for jazz in Edmonton (including the 
Four Rooms, Hello Deli, Hulbert's, 
Zenari's, and even the much beloved 
Sidetrack Café when they were at 
their most eclectic and most suc- 
cessful) are gone now. Those rooms, 
while much missed, all made way 
for new venues to create new sets 
of memories for new generations of 
musicians. While many speak of the 
golden days of music in Edmonton, 
I would dare speculate that in six 
months we will have approximately 
the same number of venues for Jazz 
in Edmonton as we did on average 
over the 20 years previous. (Also 
realizing this has not been the pop 
music of the day for several, several 
decades and that at a glance 1 would 
guess the pop market in Edmonton 
has taken a much bigger financial 
hit.) There will always be a need for 
good music here and everywhere 
else. 

Now to be as balanced as possible, 
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that is not to say that there aren't 
problems in the finances of music 
in this city. At a guess (I have not in 
fact spoken to any of the venue own- 
ers in question), why did the venue 
owners cancel regular appearances? 
Likely the numbers just didn’t add 
up. This problem has a number of 
components (of which there is space 
here to look at but a few), which if 
you are a music lover you need to 
start thinking about, and also won- 
der what your contribution to solv- 
ing this problem will be: 

1.)Venue owners have unrealistic 
expectations. No slight intended to 
any soul brave enough to embark 
on being a live music venue, but 
the fact is musicians cannot market 
your establishment for you. Further 
for a nights wages at scale, they may 
financially not be able to afford the 
time to commit to massive promo 
for one days work. Unless you run 
Rexall place, do not expect to make 
tens of thousands off local and tour- 
ing music acts. It's unrealistic and 
unsustainable for every music act 
to generate the sort of revenue a Be- 
yonce Knowles does. Further, club 
owners don't have the expectation 
that staff or artwork will generate 


revenue, merely that they are neces- 
sary for function and esthetic. Bear- 
ing this in mind for music may well 
change managers perspective. 

2.)Audiences have stopped finan- 
cially valuing music. By not realiz- 
ing that music does and should have 
a high dollar value (“A $3 cover to 
hear a band??? Are you crazy???”), 
they not only cheapen the experience 
of their own lives, but also become 
a detriment to new and live music. 
The aforementioned (And now de- 
pleted) MPTF has been funded by 
a percentage of record sales, a figure 
that is obviously dwindling. 

3.) Musicians have contributed to 
their own demise. The music indus- 
try is like any other and either ex- 
pands or contracts. If you are a mu- 
sician who is not contributing to the 
expansion of a financial bubble in 
the industry (i.e. — go create a gig), 
you're contributing to an economic 
downturn in your own industry. 

There are still a number of ven- 
ues which will be running jazz in 
the coming months, but it may be 
time to decide whether you'll con- 
tribute to this spring being one of 
renewal or merely change? Over and 
out.

The genres of Prairie Tales 12 run 
the gamut: animation, a documen- 
tary, live action sci-fi, experimental 
cinema, a video essay and a comedy 
shot in two takes.

Looking to the future, Leung notes 
that the jury recently finished curat- 
ing the films for the 13th edition of 
Prairie Tales, set to premiere in late 
June in Hinton. ‘Hardly a hot spot for 
filmmakers, it is perhaps a tongue- 
in-cheek choice, lying somewhere 
between a gateway to the Canadian 
Rockies and the Alberta capital. 
“Prairie Tales has been a way for 
Albertans to be exposed to the work 
of the short film as a medium,” Leung 





explains. “It's a way for Alberta to 
get to know its own artists, for those 
artists to know the community, be- 
come better known and recognized.” 
While there are recurring filmmak- 
ers in every series, Leung says that 
it's also a chance for new artists to 
emerge and introduce themselves to 
their colleagues and audience 

One of those recurring artists is 
Edmonton's own Trevor Anderson, 
of dirtcityfilms.com, whose film 
Punchlines is among this year's 
highlighted shorts. Fresh off a trip to 
Sundance, where he played his short 
documentary The High Level Bridge, 
a film chosen for the next edition of 
Prairie Tales, Anderson espouses his 
belief about how important Prairie 
Tales is to local filmmakers. 

“Personally, it's important to me

that my work reaches my own local 
and regional audience, and I’m hon- 
oured that my films and videos have 
been included regularly,” Anderson 
says. “I didn’t go to film school, I’ve 
been learning as | go, so the support 
of a program like Prairie Tales has 
been very encouraging. Now that my 
films are reaching a wider audience, 
it’s still just as important to me to 
be included in the annual collection 
of Albertan independent film and 
video.” 

In the program, it’s noteworthy that 
Anderson's band, The Wet Secrets, 
has a song that plays in the closing 
credits of the hilarious Greenwash 
Gang short. Anderson says that this 
has little to do with the film scene 
and more to do with bands sharing 
bills, largely describing the scene

as “a community of loners. We're 
all kind of tinkering in our garages, 
and every once in a while we pull out 
what we've been working on and ride 
it down to the Tim Horton's parking 
lot to stand around and kick tires, 
you know?” 

In this year’s edition of Prairie 
Tales, there is a heavy concentration 
of films from Calgary.. Anderson 
seems to be an anomaly in this year’s 
crop, being one of the few filmmak- 
ers to hail from Edmonton 

“T like Edmonton because it's been 
home to me since I moved from Red 
Deer to attend the University of Al- 
berta. Most of my friends live here 
There are a lot of artists here, musi- 
cians, visual artists, theatre people. 
It's not uncommon for people to 
cross between those scenes without

having to identify as only one type 
of artist. And there's a kind of laid 
back, hoser-style, rock ’n’ roll atti- 


tude that’s quite comfortable.” 

So now that he’s played Sundance, 
and been privy to some personal 
congratulations from Matt Groen- 
ing, creator of The Simpsons, has 
Anderson outgrown the Prairie Tales 
circuit? “It came at a'good'time, you 
know, five years into this journey of 
becoming a self-taught filmmaker,” 
Anderson says. “It felt like the en- 
couragement | needed, sort of ‘keep 
it up, you're doing good here.’ Then 
to come home and find out it'll be 
included in next year’s Prairie Tales 
collection where it will play regional 
galleries, libraries, schools and the 
like, well that's some very satisfying 
reach.”

Hanna Goes For The Heart

Objectively, there is no way — abso- 
lutely no way — that Hanna should 
be a good movie. A young girl liv- 
ing a somewhat dreary, isolated and 
authoritarian life in snowy Germany 
literally flips a switch and her worldly 
innocence is thrust upon the world. 
Bad plot. And worse? | think we've 
seen (or chosen to not see that movie 
before). But contrary to what your 
initial assumptions might be, Hanna 
succeeds as a highly energetic and 
engaging movie which defies mail-it- 


in formula. 

With a snap, the initial scene in- 
dicates the bizarre, heart-pounding 
theme Hanna will take. Intriguing, 
original and drawn, yet quick, the 
draw of Hanna is in the pace. 

It’s difficult to imagine a child whis- 
pering “I just missed your heart,” to 
a deer and it sounding sweet, but 
somehow young Hanna (Saoirse 
Ronan, The Lovely Bones) does so 
in the first words of the movie. Be- 
ing physically trained for a life that 
seemingly calls for excessive fighting 
and living with and by the land, Han- 
na has a profound respect for nature 
She wants to kill the deer for suste- 
nance, but the pain she causes by be- 
ing inaccurate with the arrow causes 
the deer unnecessary pain, The 
trained kill of the deer is impressive, 
yet Hanna's skills are truly displayed 
when she spars with her father (Erik, 
Erik Bana). 


On her own curious accord, Han- 
na is driven into society from deep 
isolation. She quickly realizes that 
her imaginings about what real life 
might have been are obscured by the 
wild version she has entered — a ver- 
sion anyone would find drastic. 

Marisa Wiegler (Cate Blanchett) 
is, in lifestyle, the polar opposite of 
€rik and Hanna. Waking up in an 
Ikea-inspired metropolis, electroni- 
cally cleaning her teeth and dressing 
with perfection, Wiegler has clandes- 
tine notes on Hanna’s father, and ob- 
scure genetic information on Hanna, 
which together create Hanna's mo- 
mentum. 

Hanna is full of fighting and high- 
action, yet it is more dramatic and 
thrilling than others in its ‘genre’ 
— not simply because of it's lack of 
thick-headed, 
scenes — but because of both the 


unnecessary action 


audience and Hanna's own desire to

know what happens next, and what 
has happened before. The fact that 
it obscures its genre by being unique 
and unpredictable is Hanna’s most 
impressive feat. 

The filming of Hanna is wonderful,

a 16-year-old girl is making men look 
weal. Hanna succeeds by exploiting

The new indie film Win Win is being 
sold as a comedy, which | suspect is a 
default position for a hard to classify 





film. It certainly has comedic ele- 
ments, a few LOL moments, and the 
tone is generally light, but it's really 
a human drama. However you want 
to pigeonhole it, it’s consistently en- 


tertaining, often quite touching and 
true to life. 

Mike Flaherty (Paul Giamatti, the 
go-to actor when you need a disheart- 
ened shlub) is a not-very successful 


New Jersey lawyer. He's a nice guy, © 


with a nice wife (Amy Ryan, the ul- 
tra annoying love interest to Michael 
Scott on The Office) and a couple of 
small children. He also volunteers 
as coach the losing local high school 
wrestling team along with his friend 
Stephen (Jeffrey Tambor, patriarch 
of the dysfunctional Bluth clan on 
Arrested Development). 

Mike, in a moment of moral weak- 
ness, pulls a bit of a legal fast one to 


help overcome his financial woes. 
Mike's client, Leo (Burt Young, 
Rocky's brother-in-law) is well off, 
but slipping slowly into Alzheimer's, 
and refuses to leave his home. Mike 
discovers that Leo's estate will pay 
$1,500 a month to a legal guardian, 
he takes the job himself and puts Leo 
in a nursing home. It's a nice nursing 
home, and Leo wil! probably end up 
there anyway, but still, it's not a very 
ethical thing for a decent guy to do. 
This little scam might have worked 
had it not been for Leo's grandson, 
Kyle (Alex Shaffer). A monosyllabic 
teen with bleached blond hair and 
ever-present headphones, Alex has 


run away from home and his drug 
addicted mother and hopes to live 
with Leo, who now lives in a nurs- 
ing home thanks to Mike. As guard- 
ian, Mike has no choice but to take 
in Alex. Turns out, however, that 
beneath the sullen exterior there 
beats the heart of a wrestling cham- 
pion. But Kyle’s now rehabbing mom 
(Melanie Lynske) shows up, and 
wants her son back — and the $1,500 
a month Mike is now pocketing. 

Win Win could have been popu- 
lated by a series of exaggerated 
characters, but it never .descends 
into cliché. The situation is entirely 
believable and relatable, and I didn’t 


detect one moment in the entire 
film that stretched credulity. All 
the actors are excellent, with Alex 
Shaffer's Kyle setting a perfect tone 
Yes, he's a sullen teen, but basically 
a good kid in a terrible situation. His 
is the key role; if he comes across 
as a jerk or a TV sitcom smartass 
teen, the film falls apart. But Shaf- 
fer (under the sure handed direction 
of Thomas McCarthy) hits just the 
right notes, as does everyone else in 
the cast. 

I really fell for Win Win. It's is a 
sweet, honest film about human be- 
ings, equal parts touching, funny and 
real.

Northern Light Theatre artistic asso- 
ciate Ellen Chorley put out a strange 
request last July. “We're looking for 
as much porn and adult content as 
possible,” read the call in the news- 
letter, “the more skin the better. Ab- 
solutely NO JUDGMENTS will be 
made.” 

This request wasn’t-an attempt to 
satisfy any company kinks (although 
Chorley received some teasing from 
friends implying that the porn was 
for her own use), but rather to as- 
sist with the set for the final show of 
Northern Light THeatre’s funky and 
daring season, Stéphen\\Massicotte’s 
Pervert. EX 

Massicotte is probably best known 
for his dream-play Mary's Wedding, 
a touching First World War love sto- 
ty that’s been responsible for many 
tears, a far cry from thé modern 
Pervert, a show exploring obsession, 
kinks, addictiori and perversion, set 


partially in an all-night porn shop. 

The story follows two couples: 
Tim, who works the night shift at a 
porn store, and his girlfriend Trish, 
and married couple Mike and Lisa, 
who are “just trying to spice it up a 
little, inject some new things into 
their sex life,” cast-member Mary 
Hulbert says. 

And then there’s Kurt “the every- 
day porner, the porn regular,” Hul- 
begt explains. “He provides an intro- 
spective look at the people who rent 
porn.” 

Hulbert plays Trish, a bar waitress 
who doesn’t hesitate to bring out “the 
girls” for larger tips, and who has no 
trouble justifying staying late after 
work to party with the managers, 
despite the fact that she has a boy- 
friend. 

“(The play) really talks about 
boundaries,” Hulbert says, “and defi- 
nitions of cheating. Trish can justify 
anything.” : 

Hulbert has been wrestling with 
her perceptions and judgments about 
Trish and what she does for money. 





“Trish is a very challenging charac- 
ter for me,” Hulbert explains. “I’m 
a turtleneck and jeans kind of girl. I 
would never use my physical being to 
gain advances in any situation. I’ve 
always used words and communica-

tion, personality essentially.” 

“l’'m:so thankful for this part,” Hul- 
bert continues, “because it’s thrown 
me a bit and shaken me.” 

The character isn’t the only thing 
that's throwing Hulbert with this 
show. “I told my parents that they’re 
not allowed to see this one,” Hulbert 
says with a laugh. - “I would never 
force them not to come,” she clari- 
fies, “but I’m like, don’t tell me when 
you're coming! And I told my grand- 
father, “Papa, we're going to wait fora 
nice family musical for you to see.””

In a ranking of dark operatic stories, 
Puccini's Tosca has got to be near the 
top. Tosca, a celebrated singer and 
diva, is in love with Cavaradossi, a 
painter with liberal views. When he 
agrees to help an old friend escape 
from the police, Scarpia, the royalist 
chief of police, suspects his involve- 
ment with the criminal and plots to 
capture him by having Tosca un- 
knowingly lead them to the painter. 

When Cavaradossi is eventually 
captured and tortured, Scarpia pres- 
ents Tosca with perhaps the original 
indecent proposal; if she gives him 
one night of pleasure he will arrange 
for her lover's execution to be staged 
and they can escape together. Be- 
trayal follows betrayal, and, predict- 
ably with a tragic opera, the death 
toll climbs ever higher. 

“Tt's a story that has a lot of pos- 
sibility for dragging us into it,” direc- 
tor Robert Herriot explains. “It’s a 
very credible and difficult story, one 
that everyone relates to.” 

Herriot is a Winnipeg-based opera 
director, but is no stranger in €d- 
monton. He has previously directed 
The Pirates of Penzance and HMS 
Pinafore for Edmonton Opera, the 
latter of which won a Sterling award 
for outstanding musical. 

“The people we have are quite in- 
credible on stage,” Herriot raves, giv- 
ing special praise to Yannick-Muriel 
Noah who plays the title role. “I love 
their chemistry,” he says of Tosca 
and Cavaradossi, citing the love du- 
ets in act one as a particular favou- 
rite moment. 

Puccini didn’t just write the music 
for Tosca; he also wrote carefully 
structured directions for staging the 
production. 

“In his score he details everything,”

Herriot explains. “I’ve seen produc- 
tions that stray away from that, and 
the piece falls flat. My approach is 
that I will do all the things that are 
required. It's set in the period that it 
was written, the set is traditional, the 
costumes are traditional. It would 
be a director's folly to try to make it 
something other than it is.” 

The dark, dangerous themes and 
high drama of the story add a gran- 


deur to the staging, which Herriot | 


has enjoyed playing with

of theatre,” Herriot says. “The | 
themes that are in the story are to- | 
tally relevant. The biggest one is the | 


sexual abuse of women. We all see 
the danger in that, we all feel fear 
because of that, we're all sickened by 
that.

And then there’s the element that | 
will draw in most audience mem- | 


bers: the stunning music 
“I think it’s one of the strongest 
musically that Puccini wrote,” Her- 


riot contends. “At the end of Act | 


2 there’s a musical interlude that 
brings me to a near state of hysteria 
because it’s so great.” 

Edmonton Opera has been hard 
at work making the art form more 
accessible. They have targeted the 
youth market with their Explorer's 
Club, offering discounted tickets to 
the 18- to 29-year-old set, and events 
like Storm the Stage which includes 
a short film contest. They also of- 
fer Opera Talks before the show and 
education programs like opera in the 
classroom and Opera 101, a free Uni- 
versity of Alberta Faculty of Exten- 
sion class. 

“More and more younger audienc- 
es are getting into the fact that it's a 
crazy art form,” Herriot says with a 
laugh. “It’s both gut-wrenching and 
intriguing. Opera isn’t an elitist art 
form. It’s all the same things we go 
to the movies for, but it’s heightened 
which is even better.” 

“I think companies are really 
looking to engage the young,” 
Herriot continues. “They'll love 
(Tosca) because it's a damn good 
story!”

Whenever | see an acrobat, a street 


| performer, a clown or any other pro- 


fessional in that vein, I always think 
to myself ‘how did this happen?’ 
How did they get into the business of 
pratfalls and juggling on unicycles? 
“Honestly, | discovered the circus 
quite late in my life,” says Sylvain 
Dubois, founding member of the 


uebec-based_circus__ troupe, Les 





Parfaits Inconnus. “I was 28 years 
old and I met a trapezist and started 
doing circus. She was my girlfriend 
at this time and after she put me 
away, she left the circus, but I’m still 
there.” 

To impress a girl. I should have 
known. 

Now, Dubois and his six-member 
group — which includes experts in 
the Cyr wheel, the Chinese pole and 
the ladder, among other stunts — can 
impress pretty much anyone. Dubois 
has taken his years of experience 
touring with circuses around the 
world to create a unique style for Les 
Parfaits Inconnus that includes not 
only tricks, but also live music with 
a strict emphasis on playing rock ’n’ 
roll. “We wanted to be rock stars,” he 
says. “We didn’t want to play little 
songs for little lids.”

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“With this group I decide which ar- 
tistic direction we’re going to take,” 


he continues. “I think it's more my 
cup of tea because sometimes (when 
you) are working for a company you 
don't decide too much the artistic di- 
rection, what is going to be the look 
of the show: With this group, I con- 
trol this. | know it is something | like. 
I never wanted to do an intellectual 
show. With this show it's really not 
intellectual. This is my cup of tea.” 

Adding drummer €ric Boudreault 
and guitarist Patrick Mainville to the 
line up to generate the soundtrack 
to the show allows Dubois to fulfil a 
life long dream of starting a band. In 
fact, Dubois started learning to play 
the guitar when he was just young, 
way before taking up the bicycle, 
which is his acrobatic area of exper- 
tise (he can even play the clarinet 
while peddling). 

Still, he’s made a life out of clown- 
ing around. He's at the point where 
he can brush off questions about 
staying in top clowning form. “We 
don’t have to rehearse as much as 
when we were young,” he says. “I’ve 
been doing this for 20 years, so I’m 
in control of what I'm doing.” 

After 20 years of delighting audi- 
ences and making people laugh, I 
guess | shouldn't be asking how it 
happened—so—much as wondering 
how can I can bring a little clowning 
philosophy into my own life. 

“Ne te prend pas trop au sérieux,” 
is his final advice. “In French we say 
‘don't take you too much seriously’ 
if you want to do something spon- 
taneous. When we think too much I 
think it’s not all the time winner and 
we can take this thinking in a lot of 
aspects of life, even with our social 
relations. So I try not to be too seri- 
ous and I try not to think too much. 
Follow the flow, believe in the life. 
This is clowning.”
